%, The major part of the meeting was taker up by a “eynote address by Schumacher 
concernin; the Saczc question, U. 5S. an French Policies » and co~determination. 
The statonent on the Saar question was ““casioned by a report of Fritz Neine 
concerning a me:bing which he had had ith reprasentatives of the Social 
Democratic Pawly in the Saar (SPS) iv answer to their request for closer ¢co- 
operation bevveen the two orpanizati: ds et He reported that on 23. arch 1951, 
he and two guher nemoers of the Sil! 2sxecutive committee, Willy «ichler and 
Prange Boesisr, nad met with Michard Hauch and Carl itienne of the SPS in 
iaisersleccern. hey discussed the tactics to be employed by the pro-5rD + 
pro-Gervan faction within the SPS :rainst tiie dowinance of the pro-French 
Seacderr., Scluimacner'’s representat.ves nad aided the dissident SES men in 
preparation of a resolution to by preseuted at the coming Saar party conven- 
tion, The resolution would requ're tha following action: 


a. Tne SPS shall declare itsei a reg..onal organization of the SID. 


b. The two SPS ministers in te Saar cabinet, leinz Braun, Justice,and 
Richard Sirn, Lebor and i¢ifare, shall resipn their positions in pro- 
test acainst, the neglect f Cerman irn‘erests by the adninistration of 
“inister 4 President Johany.s Uoffmann (CVP~CDU), 
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the povernient olf “rance 1s requested to return the Saar to the 
‘uxisdicticn of the Foderal povermient of Cerwnry, retaining oly 


certain econaiic rifhts contractually specificd. 
a. ‘She SPS shall uress for a plebiscite on the Sai question, 


h. Ueine reported that the Suar representatives at the Naiserslauterm meetin: 
bad beon. of the opinion thut if properly manared such a resolution vould find 
the overnheliing support of the convention delerates. However, sccording to 
the lvy-laws of the SPS, al! resolutions have to be approved by the executive 
cammittee before they cai te presented to the plenun. Since the: resolution 
nilitales arainst the vestei intcrcsts of sone powerful members of the SPs 
executive committce, it was felt, that it mipht nover reach the floor. After 
hearing licine,the SVD leadership decided to force the hand of the SiS, if 
necessary, Lj ‘istributing the resolution in leaflet for: at the convention 
and throughout the Saar. 


5. Spea'tcing on the Saar question in reneral, after hearing the lieine report, 
Schunacher lashed out arainst J. ©. policies. ‘the present-day herenony of 
¥rance in the Saar, he stated, is the direct result of American indifference, 
This indifference of the U. S. rovernment in the Saar question, the very 
fact that the present conditioas are tolerated, has undermined the norale 
and the support of those who wepld like to make an issue of the Oder—lcis“e 
line. The Anericans could ¢ain the admiration and support of untoli millions 
of Serran citizens if they woule courarecusly denand a plebiseite on the 
Saar question as a matter of priic ple and international law. Such a step 
woult not only sive trerenious s'tport to the proparanda arainst tie Oder. 
Neiese Line, in .estern Germany, iit it would also denonstrate the right of 
self-deloriination and U.estern adimrence to iniernational law to: ail the 
Germans aov livin under Sovict ditination.

. Nlarcing upon Yrench-Gerua: relations, Schumacher attacked the Cerman 
policies of the Trench covernsent sid those of the French Wiph Cowissioner, 
André Francois-roncet. it 3« Sehuiachar's opinion that the Frenci: Voreirn 
Offies, wiich euides the Froich uiph Connission's policies is still dani- 
nated by a pro-elerical elcuc which Lopes for a return of de Taulle. They 
work toward the day when 7aey can elininate American influence on the 
continent theougph a Freryn-ftalian Catholic alliance, To prepare the Gernan 
political scene for tha’, eventuality, French policy has encouvared the 
Catholic factions in Sruthwest Cormany to serrymanier in i.tirttember:r and 
Baden, Schumacher seji ie cannot unierstand how the Ancricans can be so un- 
intellirent as to fai. bo reco;mize the French duplicity. Ile believes that 
it has been offieciaj U. S. policy to liquidate the snail states, which were 
forced upon Gernany by the French after 1915, but that some Anerican of- 
ficials, at the lger icvel of administration, continue to aid the French 
in maintaininr tiy economically untenable splinter states. Schumacher ac~ 
cused Frangois-Pricet of havin seddled in intra-Cerman an] intre~party 
affairs by aiter-ting to turn sove south Gernan SPN officials arzinst es= 
tablishment of ‘he Southwest state. In the future, he stated, the iu 
will resist ul! such attenpts by the Trench Hirh Commissioner and if the 
French represy .tatives in Cernany (lo not cease and desist tron their efforts, 
and reprimanc uhose officials who interfere in purely “Sernan satters, the 
SPD will be /erced to expose thon via the prass. Ajgd if tue Ancricans can+ 
not sce whay is roing on, then the Si? will have no choice but to attack 
then also. 


7. Speakine om remilitarization, Schunacher stated that his policy had not 
chanvec. All the conferences and meetings with the German military experts 
and Altlsed officials had demonstrated only too clearly that not one of the 
SPDiz prerequisites for a Gerzan contribution to the defense effort had been 
met He then related that a “ederal Minister had recently anprot.ched hin to 
asesrtain whether the SPD might be induced to nake sone joint preparations 
feo: guerrilla warfare under U.S. auspices. Schunacher told hin that he 
e-nsidered all that guerrilla warfare chatter preposterous. That sort of 
tiing would have to be left to professional adventurers. A serious poli-~ 
sical party could not. defile itself by seriously discussinr the xatter. 
Furthcrnore, Schumacher said, he did not believe that the surrestion came 
from an official U. S. agency. He ventured that it probably orifinated 
with some irresponsible elements in charre of confidential funds. He did
